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MONASTIC LIFE.

A vorrespondent of the London Sprctalor
writes sk follows: =

The interestiog scconut, in a recent Spoc-
tator, of a vielt to the Grande Clhiartrense has
reoslled to my mivd an luoldent long past,
which made sn {mpressiop ou me that I can
never forget. I and the singalar good for-
tune, wore espacinlly fora Protestant and a
woman, of meeting and conversing with a
monk of La Trapps, then ont on a wmission
from his conveut, and | eonld not bat spsoa-
Iate on the ‘‘inner li's' of one living nader
guoh abwormal vonditions, who, nevertheless,
appearsd to me to be actnated by much the
pame  feellogs and molives as ordinary
mortals,

My host on this cccasion was a man of oon-
slderable note, the gpiritasl direotor of & large
rural district in Norwandy, and one of shoss
traly ginoere and estimable Rowman Cathollo
privata of whom little s kuown in Eagland.
At the thue 1 speak of —thirty years ago—he
wns @ venernble silver-baired curd, nearly
elghty years of age, bt with all the vivaoity
of youtl; & wan of gourtly mauners, unitad
with the greatest simplicity and kindosss,
In vonntenunoe be alrongly resembled the por-
tiaits of Foudion, and there was a resemblanoe
in characier also, a8 regacided furvid plety and
nubonnded oharity. At the timea of ths FYiench
Revolution of 1780 he was privale secratary
to the Archbishop of Paris, and he ateadily
resisted aill the parsonal sfforta and Hatteries
of Talleyrand, who wished him to taks the
oath of allegianos to the Constitution, aud was
congequently obliged to iy for his life,  After
many patrow «ecapes he got safe to Hogland,
aud, secing farther than his emigrapt oomn-

anions (who expeoted but & very brief exile),
i o sooner landed than he set to work io
enrnest to learn Boglish, aud establichad him-
gell a8 a tenchier of langunges near Baroet., He
was goon on tiendly terms with the Pratestant
clergyman of the place, with Mr. Byog, the
mewber, and with other neighboring families,
and was universally estevmesd and bsloved,
Among his friends was Mr. Salomons, who
invited him to dinper, “if he would not objeot
to eat with & Jow, who said a prayer and
washad bhands  befora meat.” The AbbS
veplied thut he was always glad to wash
Lis bands, and that as to the prayer, he woald
gay his own wbils they recited theirs; and d0
the Jew and the Catliolic sat down cordially
together; but thongh freely assoclating with
Protestant or Jew, the Abbé held firmly to his
own f[with. Grantuds for kinduosza received
in England during ten years of exile indaced
him, atter his returu to France, to seek ount
the few Engli-L who cams into his neighbor-
hood, and thus | bacame sequainted with him,
Qitsn had | bheard his Hertfordshire friends
speak of him with warm regard, aud when he
pent to offer his rervioes, ou hearing that an
English family had taken a chitean nsar 8L,
Désir (where he had bern long card), great
was his delight on fludiog amoogst them

one  who koaw his old friends,
aud we wera  Boon on fintimate
termd. Liberal as he was, he naturally da-

pired that we should embrace what he held to
be the true faith, snd he exerted himself to
show us ull that was best and most interestin

in the Roman Catholio system.  Ls introdooss
us to many olever priests and nuns—oloisterad
ad well as hospital sisters —for being aroh-
deacon of the diocese aud director of all the
conveuts, e conld take us into the ioteriors,
where few Protestauts are admitted. ([ may
add that he was no great advovate for conven-
toul life; its navrowness was displeasing to
him—thoogh he bLonored those who had “‘a
troe vooation;” auwd he once owned to ma
that nothing was so irksoms to him as heariog
the confessions of nuns, who had little to con-
fess but petty jealonziss.) He onocs took us to
ge6 the ordioation of fifty priests in Bayeux

Cathedral—a grand epectacle—and I re-
member the fervor with which he de-
porfbed that part of the caremouy

where the candidaies take the one step for-
ward which seals their fate for lifs, Mapy
have drawn back at that decisive moment,
“‘and those not the worst either,”’ sald wmy
good old friend, who deserves ever gratefnl
remembranes from one who, thongh in his
eyes & heretio, was treated by him as a dangh-
ter, aud honored by his friendship. A few
ivuan later, he dictated, on his death-bed, a
etter to we which he signed with his own
tremblivg haud, **Zonami pour la vie el pour
Péterniie.”

To return to the monk of La Trappe. Asa
gpecisl favor, two of onr party wers invited to
meet bim at dinver, but the illness of my iu-
tended companion obliged me to go mlone. [
was quite at howme at the preshytire (where
my little nephew was boarding), and althongh
the poeition of ome lady at table with
twelve priests and a monk of La Trappe
weeg comewhat & mnovel one, yet such
thoronghly Christian gentlemen were my host
and his guests that I felt vot the slightest em-
barrasswent. As the place of hooor, I was
peated next the mounk, who oonversed moat
agreeably, with a gort of guniet cheerfalness,
sometimes directing his conversation to ms,
powetimes to the compauy generally. His
langnage was the most choive sud beantifal I
ever heard in comwon digcourse, and he was
evidently a man of great culivation aod re-
floement, He was fluely formed, in the prime
of life, and appareutly in perfest health of
body sod mind; with & nobls head and acoun-
tenance full of jotclligence and feeling. Ha
had been a professor at Bordeaux, and was
remarkable for eloguence and ability. What
indaced bim to become a Trappist was not

koown to the ouré, who always ad-
dressed him  with  profonnd respsct as
“‘mon ypire,”! which soonded rather odd

from a man twice bis age. Ha had
often been sent ont by the superior of his
oconvent on the affairs of the comwmunity, asone
of it ablest members; and on the pressut oeoa-
sions he was returniog from Paris, whara he
had been to golioit funds fer rebuilding thair
chnrch after & fire.  While in the world he
wai not required to keep up the asvetic habits
of the order.

He told we that he bad known many of my
nation at Bordeanx, and that it was pleasant
to heuwr his own langusge spoken with an
Eoglish ascent, He related with muoh grace
peversl anecdotes of the treatment whioch his
onumunity had met with dariog the Revola-
tion, sud sowething having been said of the
atundance of gewe in a place named, he
mentioned having been forwerly & koon
pportman, ‘Do yon not sometimes long for a
ghot pow ! agked one of the young vicairas,
1 did for sogee time after [ entered the con-
vent,' he n*‘:ic-d, “but that has loog besn a
thivg of the past with we.” When asked
which he preferred, his life at La Trapps or in
the world—“La Trappe, a thonsand timss,
was his avawer. A day in the world, hssaid,
was ak Jong a8 & wonth at La Teapps, and he
lovged to get back to his qguist life. I ven-
tared to ask if he did oot fiud the monotony
irl(.' ome ! Ily N0 means, Was the I'le?: prayer
and meditation filled many hours happlly, and
they lixd wo time to be doll, They weare con-
stantly employed, and when vot sngeged in
devotion Lie had such soutinual hard labor in
the garden and flelds that when he lald down
his bhead (on the bure ground) atnight he was
asleep directly,

The chee ol" this mounk may have been ax-
oceptional, and his contentment throws bat a
faiut light upon the ordinary state of monastio
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inner life, in which such mental resources a3
his must be rare. The high estimation in
which he wns held, both within and bayonl
the convent, may also have tended to exoits
relf-complacent feelings, At the request ol
onr host, “‘mon pire’’ related how he had
been suddenly called npon to preach hefors a
distimgnished sodience at Paris; he wonld
fain have been excnaed, sayiog Le fosred that
withoul preparation he should vot do joatica
to the oaume, *'Nuy, say rather that you are
afraid of not doing fustios to your own rapn-

tation,”” was the reply. Hefore ke wn-
tered the pulpit, they gave him & cup
of #rong coflee, and the effsct  way
marvellons; hisn tongne was loosed, and

thonghts and words flowed withont diffiouley.
The audiencs were mors than satisfled, and he
evidently eujoyed his success. He was oar.
tainly not dead to social feeling, thongh he
had besn for years immuored in his convant,
There was no gloom or formalism about him,
and no visible appearanos of ssostiolam, bat
he wia evidently poszessed with fervid reli-
gions feeling, He asked perwmission of the
onrd to present ma with a pamphlet entitiad
“La Trappe Misux Conon,” whieh containg
ap sccount of the monastery, ons of the two
comvents whioh Napoleon sllowed to remsin,
sayivg thatl thers were soms minds whivh
neaded o4 ratreat where they conld lve alons,
Thigs reverend pére wonid have said, live
with God. He was regarded with ex-
traordipary revorenos by all the gaests, who
were the warking colergy in the wmall town
aud neighboring villages, useful msn in
their pgenerntion, but they evidently oon-
gidered his “‘voeation'® as far guperior Lo their
own. In his case thers ssem=d to be no psui-
tence for past orime, mo special disgnst with
the world—but the real love of & contempla-

| tive life, coupled with that view of religion

which makes a merit of renonncing every in.
dulgence in this world by way of preparation
for & better. How far the satizfaction which
he derived froms mouastio life was for his
truest spiritual advantage is & problem thst

musgt remain ansolved.

The French Prinee [mperial,

From the dtullgard Tilustrated Paper, .

The Prince is neither too tall nor too short
for his age, and the sort of enbonpoint which he
pussesand & low yeoars ago disappsars more and
more, and his fignre geems to grow as slender
and elegnnt as was that of the Emperor in liy
early youth, He looks by far more like his
mother than his father, aod only those who
lLiave opportunities of seeing him every day
find gradually tbat at cartain moinents he bears
an astonishing resemblance to his father, too.
When his faceis calm, the Prinoe is strikingly
like the Empress; bnt when he is excited,
aud even when he merely laughs, his re-
sgemblance to the Bmperor is undeniable; and
he laughs often, the young rogue; ha ig the
merriest child that cao be lwagived; in all
thinge and persons surronnding lim he Hods
suljects of mirnth for bis imperturbable good
hawor. Prowmivent traits of his character—
if we can speak of character atsuch an early
age—are the tollowing:—A kind of haughty
modesty, if | may so call it; for example, he
vever enters into dizcussion with older par-
sons, while he is passionately addioted to doing
80 with his playmates, Connean, Esipinasse,
eto. A simple “‘no,”’ withont giving any
reagon for it, is his only opposition to older
persons, and no oue, neither the Emprass nor
his tutor, General Frossard, are then able to
chapge his stubborn mind by prayers or
threats. In that event, when the case is of
gome importance, is  re-enacted for the
bundredth time a scens only too well
known at the Tuileries. The Empa-
ror enters, approaches his son kindly,
brusheas the hair from his forebiead, and asks
why he does not want to do what he has baen
ordered to do. The boy makes no reply.
The Emperor yrepeats Lis question threse, uay
ten, times. No answer. At last the Emperor
gays, “'I want you fo doit,” or “Yon mnat
do it.”” Aund, as if the bey had merely bsan
waiting for these words, he junmps up, kissss
bis father’s hand, and rushes from the room,
in order to obey. When Lis play-fellows then
tease him for baving yielded after all, he re-
plieg, prondly, L' fimpercur a ordonne.”’ I3 it
firmness, or mere petalance ¥ I is difficalt to
eay what it is, but it seems to be the former,
for it has been noticed that, alter obeylog his
father in this manner without reslstanve, he
has withdrawn ioto soms ocorner © and
wept  bitterly. Opnoe he had called a
fewmme de  chambe of the Kmpress “‘une
mule enldide,” aud was ocompelled to ask
her pardon: he did so very gracefully, bat
oricd for half an hour afterward. It must ba
gsomewhat singular to the imperial parants
that their only child maskes saoh & graat dis-
tinction between them; toward the Empress
hs i8 a son—a nanghty son, disobsying her
nine times out of ten, aud thiokiog he ocan
easily pacify her by a siogle kiss; but his

| father he treats above all ws the Bwmperor,

whom be looks npon as the greatest monarch
of all tMnes., His former tutor, Menier, said
to bim one day: ““A monarch must, above all,
learn the difficnlt art of forgetting and forgiv-

jdug; wrongs which he has saffered must &t

ovce fade fromn his memory.”” *‘And the
wrongs which have been inflicted on his
father, too 1" asked the boy, who was then

only nine years old. The Prinos is mot
very bright, he learns only with ocon-
siderable dificulty; the more praiseworthy

is his ampplication, owing to which he ia
not behind in any brauch of his studies, ex-
cept, inoredible as it may seews, orthography.
What tronble orthogrsphy hus already osused
to the Leir-apparent of the impsrial throns
can hardly be imagined. e writes tolerably
Eor‘d cowpositions; but, despite all the pains

¢ has tauken, he Las pever yot saoceeded in
writing a qniarto page withont soms orthogra-
phical blunders, When the Prines of Hohan-
zollein, to whom the boy is muoch attached,
asked the Emparor about the progress made
by his gon in kuowledge, tha Kwparor re.
plied in his characteristio way:—"Sausfaotory,
bot medioers.”” It is slognlar that the Prioee
exeels in o siongle branch of his studies; he is
tolerabls in all, and Connean, his yoang school-
mate, far outitrips him in every reapeot; Lx-
eroige is bhis favorite occupation; be is very
conrageons, knows nodanger, and will ons day
be an excellent horseman aud a &tiil batter
swordsman. Asregards his health, it is now
again exoellent, and, despite the newspaper
reports, never wasd serlously impalred. It
was & mera fukle to fay that he behaved with
#toial conrags &t the operation on his leg; on
the coutrary, he goresmed at the top of Lis
lnngs, Nothing eonld have baan wore ridica.
